HISTORIC 
NEW FINDS 
IN EGYPT 


Abydos, Egypt. 

Archacologists have uncarthed 
from under a palm grove hill in 
this ancient city a completely 
new wing of the pillard temple 
of Pharaoh Scti I, the warrior 
ruler of Egypt 13 centuries be 
fore Christ, 

The sand-clearing cxcava- 
tions brought to light on un~ 
charted hall of the temple ex- 
tending on ita southern side, as 
well as a mass{ve enclosure wall 
bearing coloured Ddattle scencs 
of tho wars which the 
Pharaoh fought. 

These buried and forgotten 
vestiges of Seti's refgn in the 
19th dynesty were dug up after 
months of arduous shovelling 
deep Into the heart of the hill 
by teams of diggers before tho 
urchacologists could reach the 
temple's new southern wing, 
hidden for centurles under tho 
mound, The rubble-filled hall 
was found flaniced by pillars on 
both sides, and the floor was 
paved wth large limestone 
tiles, 

A clue the archacologists are 
now following In that the level 
of this hali is four and one half 
inetres above the rest of the 
temple, This haa spurred the 
belief that thera may be yet 
other sections of the templo 
blocked under the sands in the 
same hilly region, 

The newly discovered 
enclosure wall stands three 
metres high and more than one 
metre thick, on the eastern side 
of tho ancient temple. Multi- 
coloured battle scenes and 
hieroglyphic inscriptions on the 
wall represent an account of the 
many wars Seti I waged in 
Palestine, Syria and Asla—tho 
crowning successes of his reign, 

In the area between the 
enclosure wall and the temple 
itself the archacologists struck 
upon three square-sha wells, 
These are believed to have been 
ustd for water storage by the 
ancient Egyptians, ‘ 

Construction of the temple 
was started by Set! I, and aftor 
his death was completed by his 
son Ramsee II at a time’ when 
Abydos was a glittering city 
where tho Pharaohs held_court. 
The templo ruins now are sur- 
rounded by desert wastes dotted 
by ‘clusters of palm trees— 
United Press,

Skipper Holst operated his 
tourist business for 39 years, 
even though he didn’t intend to 
live in Canada ently, 
When ho reached the age of 74 
he decided to sell his business 
Interest in the lodge, but he 
kept his own cabin at the lake. 

Today, at 85, Holst still 
aix months of the year at the 
camp which he developed from 
uninhabited bush lInnd to a 
popular resort for summer 
visitors. 

Every few years he travels to 
other resort areas, and crutscs 
to Florida or the Caribbean or 
California, But each timo 
when ho returns home, ond gets 
his boat out on the Jake he mado 
famous, he says: ~ 

“It always seems the most

He knows 
that it will mean a better 
paint job. A flat brush for 
flat surfaces, a narrow 
brush for small surfaces 
und those — hard-to-reach 
spots, and a round or oval 
brush for round surfaces 
will he recommended. 


He will advise his customers 
to do a flood job of breaking In 
the brushes before they are put 
to work, To shed the loose 
bristles that are present in 
every new brush, regardless of 
{ts quality, — first twirl the 
handle rapidly between the 
hands, 

Next, give the brush a good 
oll bath. Get u piece of wrap- 
ping paper some five times the 
width of the brush ond twice 
the bristle length plus the 
ferrule. Fold the paper around 
the width of the brush, then 
fold the paper from the edge 
of the bristle back to the top 
of the ferrule, bul take care 
not to bend the _ bristles. 
Cellulose tape will hold = tho 
edges of the paper together. 

Hang the wrapped brush in 2 
container of raw linseed oll, 
supporting the handle to kee 
the brush -upright. The oil 
should bo deep cnough to cover 
tho wrapper and flow Into It, ‘so 
that the full length of the 
bristle gets on even, steady 
soaking. The usr should bo 
Icft in the ofl for at least 24 
hours. 


When you get at the brush 
again, it is ready for a nice rub- 
down, Stretch a wire across 
the top of tho tin and draw tho 
flat aldo of the bristles against 
At to remove the oil, Or hold 
the brush on a clean flat eur- 
faco and carefully squeeze out

Made with Remnants 


Place mats are also on the 
vasy-to-do list. You can cut 
the cost of material for 
them by buying remnants, 
For a fancy finish, sew on 
trimming such as_ ball, 
tassel, boucle or knotted 
fringes. 

Draperies aren't 
difficult to tackle either. You 
can even whip up fancy 
models with pinch pleats 
merely by sewing a special 
tape with woven-in pockets 
to tho drapery heading. 
That's the first step. 

Then insert special hooks 
to make — evenly-spaced 
graceful pinch pleats. 

To dress up new drapes, 
or old ones, edge the cornice 
with knotted fringe. Also 
add a double row of the 
fringe to the drapery 
bottoms. It’s a nice finish- 
ing touch.

He was ata publle school (the 
quaint designation Elven te 
private obearding oo sthouls fer 
boys in England) and nearly a’l 
of ht crowd were golmg on ts 
Sandhurst or | Dertmouth to 
qualify for regular Cormunisshors 
tn the Army ar Nuvy. 


But young Bader did not lke 
the Idea of regimentation. Even 
in the rugger games“he was an 
individualist and had to be r 
mhuied that there wete others. 
beside himself, who could cerry 
the ball. 


“T shall jom the Air Force,” 
he announced to his parerits. It 
was in the Spring cf 1928 (just 
afler he had iecome captain of 
the cricket team at his school) 
that lhe was summoned by the 
RAF to Londen and submitted 
to n grucliing examination, 


He cnme top with a seore of 
235 points out vf a possible 250. 
A former tencher of his, named 
Dingwall, give him a motor cycle 
us voreward. In fact, all through 
Bader's — early life this self- 
effacing, friend made — things 
possible fer the boy because he 
knew that in Bader there was 
a Fire of the Spirit, which could 
pet be quenched. 


Day Of Fate 


J IFE was goad! Life was vivid. 
4 exeiting, romantic. He 
was a handsome youngster with 
that tcuch ¢f arreganee which 
would suddenly melt into warm 
nection. He boxed, he fenced, 
he played rugger and cricket, he 
motor-cveled, he smoked a pipe 
—and above all, he flew. 


Girls wont starry-eyed at the 
sight of -him, and he danced Into 
the carly hours of the merning, 
convincing eath one of his part- 
ners that hers hed been the 
dance of the evening. His 
vitality was as Inexhaustible as 
his charm. 


Then onme the day of fate, 
Monday, December 14 in the 
yenr 1931, A fortnight before 
he had broken his nose in 2 
rugby game, bub refused to 
leave the field. The next Satur- 
day he played again but his 
eyes were troubling him and 
his nose gave him great pain. 


On that Monday morning 
Bader was to joln two other 
pilots -in a cross-country filght, 
but some of ‘the younger pilots 
wanted Hader first to do some 
nerobatics, Ho‘ had done some 
astonishing tricks in the alr at 
a recent flying show, but tho 
machine this day was not of the 
sumo type. Then one of tho 
younger pilots uttered the fatal 
words. He suggested that Bader 
wos “windy.” - :

Bader was dying. Nurses who 
had nothing to do with his case 
were weeping, and the doctors 
sent then Into other wards.

OR sixteen hours Bader fought 
with death. Nothing bul 
his cuurage and hls heart kept 
him alive. But at Inst it seemed 
that he could hang on no longer, 
and a nurse guve him a hypo- 
dermic.

Hours later In the morning, he 
opened his cyes and = asked 
where he was, 
“You have hid an peel. 
dent,” sald the nurse. 


“Have 1?" sald Bader. “That's 
nu bloody silly thing to do.”

The surgeon came in and 
patted him on the shoulder,

your right leg, old chap.” .

They had tried to save tho 
left leg but when the dressing 
wos unwrapptd they saw the 
terrible warnings of 
and septicacmia. Could his 
heart stand a second operation? 
How much strength was Ieft in 
that broken body, how much 
courage in that vallant soul? 


‘The operation was performed 
and the poor broken body, with 
mere stumps and only one knee, ’ 
was laid ogain on its bed of 
ogony. But the fight seemed ta 
have gone from him, He was s0 
still, so weak, that the nurse 
said, “Sesh! There’s n boy dying 
in here.” 


Six Months 


B™ tlie boy wha was dying 

heard it. Like Cyrano de 
Bergerac drawing his sword to 
mect the adv spectro of 
death, Douglas Bader called 
upon tho lost remnant of his 
spirit.

“This Is—awful,” he sald.
